The cost of living has taken a 
m arked spurt this fall for every­ 
one.

costs, with something left over. 


The total of personal incomes 
h as risen sharply, too. although 
m an y a man struggling with the 
fam ily budget in this big spend­ 
ing month m a y think the gov­ 
ernm ent m ust b * talking about 
som ebody else. 
The figuring is done hv co m ­ 
p arin g government indexes. 
One. the consum er price in­ 
dex. has clim bed to a 
rpcord 
110.4 per cent of the 19 57-59 a v ­ 
e ra g e and is still climbing. In 
O ctober it stood 19 higher than 
a 
y ea r ago. That 
m eans that 
what. 
$10.85 
would 
buy 
then 
costs you $11 04 today. All you 
need, presum ably, are those 19 
cents. 
The other, the index of aver­ 
a g e weekly take-home p ay for a 
factory w orker with three de­ 
pendents, has risen to 116.1 per 
cent of its 19 57-59 a v e rage and is 
up 4.8 from its 111.3 p er cent 
level in October 19 64. F ro m that 
the 
government 
statisticians 


deduce that factory pay has ris­ 
en m ore than has the cost of 
living.

"We might get 89 or 9 0 s e a ts 
in a landslide hut they ’ve made 
some Republican districts out of 
Democratic districts,” the* three 
time speaker of the House as­ 
serted. 
8« Votes Required 
Control of the House requires 
89 votes. 
Powell, who hails from Vienna 
in 
Southern 
Illinois, 
said 
he 
would have voted against adopt­ 
ing the new districts if he had 
been 
on 
the 
10-mcinber reap­ 
portionment commission. 
Democrat E inar Dy hrkoff of 
Shawneetown, 
not 
far 
from 
Vienna, was the only com m is­ 
sion m em ber 
to 
vote 
against 
adoption of the m ap Tuesday . 
The vote was 8 to 1. with one 
absentee. The commission was

of

Republicans 
and five Democrats. 
Powell said he wouldn't call 
the agreem ent a “ sellout of the 
Democratic Party ” in Southern 
Illinois as Dy hrkoff did, but con­

A swing 
district is one that theoretically 
could go either way in an elec­ 
tion. 
Powell was critical of a num­
